"Meet the Press" is in its 23rd 


year of broadcasting, and no 
one has evolved a better way of 
handling a news Interview. The 
uncluttered format of lining up 
three 
or 
four 
well-prepared 


newsmen to ask the tough ques- 
tions—and press for answers- 
can not, from 
the viewer's 


standpoint, be improved upon. 


Thursday's 
program 
gave 


viewers a chance to hear and 
weigh conflicting opinions. It is 
much more satisfying than a 
formal debate with the time ele- 
ment and rebuttals assuming an 
importance beyond the subject 
matter. And it is much better 
than those tangles when tem- 
pers flare and everybody talks 
at one time. 


For some seasons NBC has 


appeared to treat the venerable 
program like a stepchild, sched- 
uling it early on Sunday after- 
noons when few adults are set- 
tled down for TV-watching.

ball's free agent draft, a proc- 
ess that divides the nation's 
schoolboys 
and 
collegians 


among the 24 big league clubs 
and their farms, will conclude 
Friday with over 1,000 in the 
fold. 


The annual 
summer 
draft 


(they call the mid-term class in 
January) opened Thursday. Aft- 
er 27 rounds, a total of 649 had 
been selected. 


After the players are drafted 


they must be signed and the 
clubs already have been warned 
by Commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
that "real honest-to-God nego- 
tiations must 
be undertaken 


within 15 days after the young 
men are eligible." 


The draft only gives the club 


the exclusive bargaining right 
to the athlete. If he does not 
sign now, he goes back into the 
pool for later selection, depend- 
ing on his eligibility at the time. 


Many of the draftees already 


have 
graduated 
from 
high 


school 
and 
are 
eligible for 


immediate signing. It is the 
same story for college grads 
(unless their school still has 
some games on its schedule) 
and anybody who has passed his 
21st birthday and not signed. 
Steve Dunning, Cleveland's top 
draft from Stanford University, 
said Thursday he expected to 
sign immediately. 


Sons of such former major 


leaguers as Roy Sievers (Robin, 
drafted by a St. Louis farm) 
and Hank Greenberg (Steven of 
Yale) drafted by a Washington 
farm were among those chosen 
on the first day. 


After the regular draft of new- 


ly-eligible players is completed, 
the clubs move into the special 
phase of those who were picked 
previously but did not sign.

hand. 


West's spade overcall was 


somewhat on the sleazy side. 
If North had passed, East and 
West might have found their 
way to a successful three no- 
trump, an unsuccessful four 
spades or a part score. We'll 
never know because North 
did double. East might have 
redoubled 
to s h o w some 


spades and 
good 
general 


strength, but he decided to 
jump to three spades. 


This put it squarely up to 


South. He had a round open- 
ing bid with four hearts in 
addition to his five-card suit. 
He wouldn't have bid more 
than two hearts if he hadn't 
been jammed, but he wasn't 
going to be shut out. He bid 
four hearts. 


West p a s s e d and East 


made one of those "money 
from 
home" 
doubles. 
It 


looked too good to be true. 


West opened 
the 
10 of 


hearts. He knew his partner 
could stand a trump lead. 
South struggled manfully but 
the best he could do was to 
take six tricks for a nice 
UOO-point loss. 


The chief blame for the 


tragedy r e s t s on North's 
s h o u l d e r s . He had four 
hearts but his hand was far 
too w e a k for a negative 
double. In addition his main 
strength was in the oppo- 
nent's suit, not his own. You 
should have at least seven 
high-card points for a nega- 
tive double and with a mini- 
mum s e v e n or eight you 
should have all or nearly all 
of those points in your suits, 
not the enemy's. 


South gets some blame. He 


didn't have to bid four hearts 
and East has to get some 
credit for his inspired three- 
spade bid that gave South 
the opportunity to take the

Avoid Infection Spread 


By Burning Dressings

Q—What 


cus? How is it picked up 
What precautions 
may be 


taken to prevent its spread? 


A—Staphylococcus is the 


name of the common pus- 
forming germ. It is often 
present on the skin and in 
the nose and does no harm 
until it enters the b o d y 
through a break in the skin 
or mucous membrane. When 
you have a boil or an infected 
cut or bruise, it is important 
to burn the dressings and not 
to get the pus on your fin- 
gers because that -is the 
quickest way to spread the 
infection to others or to an- 
other part of your body. It 
helps to wash your hands 
with a soap that contains 
hexachlorophene, especially 
after t o u c h i n g a soiled 
dressing. 


Q—What is a whitlow or a 


felon and what is suppura- 
tion? 


A—Whitlow and felon are 


the same thing — a pus in- 
fection of the Done, nail or 
pulp of the end of a finger. 
Suppuration is the formation 
of pus. 


Q—What c a u s e s car- 


buncles? What can be done 
to prevent them? 


A—A carbuncle is a glori- 


fied boil — one so large that 
it has more than one point 
of drainage. It is caused by 
a pus-forming germ, usually 
the Staphylococcus. The pre- 
cipitating cause is often the 
squeezing of a pimple, black- 
head, wen or boil. Preven- 
tion is accomplished through 
cleanliness and prompt anti- 
septic treatment of all small 
cuts or skin infections. 


Q—What Is the best treat- 


ment for boils? My son, who 
is a mechanic, has five of 
them. He uses a soap pre- 
scribed by his doctor but so 
far it hasn't helped. 


A—Multiple o r repeated 


boils should be treated by a 
physician. To get them under 
control, an antibiotic, usually 
one 
of the 
penicillins, is 


given. In stubborn cases a 
w e a k e n e d Staphylococcus 
(strain 502A) is implanted on 
the skin and in the nose

Tenn. before he moved to Ar- 
kansas, 
where he applied to 


the Arkansas Baptist Conven- 
tion for a position working in 
prison. 


Why prison? 
"I feel the need for meeting 


an individual's personal needs 
where he is," Williams said. 


Williams has prepared him- 


self for that kind of ministry.

comes in handy, Williams said, 
since along with Bible teach- 
ing and worship services, he 
handles group therapy and in- 
dividual counseling. 


Williams has set up an office 


and group therapy room in an 
old office in the main adminis- 
tration building there. 


His therapy room, which al- 


so serves as an outer waiting 
room to his office, is sparsely 
furnished. 
The 
many 
chairs 


arranged in a circle, and a 
desk in a corner of the room 
servos some other prison ac- 
tivity. There is nothing else. 


By contrast, his office con- 


veys warmth and cheer, due 
mainly to yellow curtains sup- 
plied by his 
wife and photo- 


graphs of his 
family on the 


desk. 


Besides the usual desk Euid 


filing 
cabinet, 
Williams has 


placed a leather couch along 
one wall. He uses it in some of 
his counseling sessions. 


In his five months on the job, 


Williams said, he lias gradual- 
ly made a place for himself 
among the inmates. 


"I've 
been encouraged, by 


the progress that has been 
made," Williams said. "The 
trust 
and recognition by the in- 


mates is growing." 


His only criterion for suc- 


cess, lie said, is to "see if an 
individual changes and grows." 


As for how he likes the job, 


Williams said: "I'm engaged 
and I love it. This is my bag." 


One of his major projects at 


the moment is increasing the 
size of the Cummins Chapel 
fund, which now totals about 
$500. 


He's not putting on a big 


campaign, but he is trying to 
make people aware of the need 
for a prison chapel. 


Williams is receiving some 


help from his friends outside 
Cummins, and from an associ- 
ation of church workers in Lit- 
tle Rock, which is attempting 
to provide support to inmates 
newly released on parole. 


Other church workers have 


volunteered to bring religious 
programs to Cummins. 


"We need that," Williams 


said. "We also need a chapel 
built." 


He has received several gifts 


from individuals to further his 
work at the prison, but Wil- 
liams did not discuss the use 
he made of the gifts,

PINE BLU''V, Ark. (AP) - 


The system ?' busing children 
to public schools has been the 
suVijact of a lot of unfavorable 
talk lately. 


Resolutions 
against busing 


have 
been passed. 
Petitions 


have teen circulated. Laws op- 
posing busing have been pro- 
posed to Congress. 


Not too many years ago bus- 


ing was hailed by educators as 
the only possible way to pro- 
vide a decent educatbu foe 
many Arkansas children. 


To understand iiow this could 


be, it is necessary to examine 
the history of public schools in 
Arkansas. 


Small school districts were 


established all over Arkansas 
gradually as parents bsgan to 
feel the need for formal public 
education for their children. 


By 1822 there wyre 2,839 sep- 


arate school districts in Arkan- 
sas operating mostly one and 
two-r jom s::hoo3s. 


Since; fhe state population was 


predominantly rural and roads 
and 
mivl'io of transportation 


were primitive, it was essential 
that schools be located within 
walking distance of their pupils' 
nonius. 


So the proliferation of school 


districts in Arkansas continued 
until it reached its peak in 1912 
with a total o f / ,143 school dis- 
tricts in the state. 


But people wore becoming 


dissatisfied" with the type of ed- 
ucation that could bo offered to 
childi'in in small school dis- 
tricts. Talk of school consolida- 
tion was in tho air. 


There was 0110 hitch. Schools 


couldn't be consolidated until 
there was some practical way 
of getting pupils to the consoli- 
dated schools. 


In 1919 the state legislature 


provided a solution by approv- 
ing 
a 
?a.v which permitted 


school districts to spend school 
funds for pupil transportation. 


And by 1928 the number of 


school districts in the state toul 
dropped to -1,595. 


According to the December, 


1930, Journal of Arkansas Edu- 
cation, 81 per cent of all white 
schools in Arkansas were one- 
room schools (2,945 schools'! or 
two-room schools (920 schools).

Korean speedboats fired on a 
South Korean naval craft today 
in the Yellow Sea and took the 
boat and all 20 crewmen to the 
North, the South Korean De- 
fense Ministry announced. 


The incident took place in wa- 


ters west of Yonpyong-Do Is- 
land, 70 miles west of Seoul, the 
ministry said. The general area 
is near the seaward extension of 
the military demarcation line 
that

South Korea 


from the Communist North. 


Brig. Gen. Roh Young-suh, 


spokesman 
for the ministry, 


said it apparently was a "pre- 
meditated attack." 


He described the South Ko- 


rean craft as a loudspeaker- 
mounted boat engaged in a rou- 
tine mission to protect South 
Korean fishing boats operating 
in the area from violating the 
border line. 


He did not say whether the 


South Korean vessel resisted the 
seizure or whether she suffered 
any casualties or damages in 
the North Korean firing.

Frustrated taxpayer 
Hijacks Jef Airliner 
and Demands $100,000

WASHINGTON (AP) - After 


eliminating an $80 million Peace 
Corps expenditure and ending 
some political restrictions on 
overseas assistance, the House 
has approved a $2,2 billion for- 
eign aid bill. 


The cuts made the bill, passed 


Thursday 193 to 15, the lowest 
foreign aid appropriation since 
the program was initiated in 
1946. 


The Senate, however, is ex- 


pected to restore the money to 
finance next year's Peace Corps 
operations. And nearly all politi- 
cal restrictions cut from the bill 
remain in effect through other 
laws. 


The cuts were made Thursday 


on parliamentary maneuvers. 
Not a cent was taken from the 
original $2.3 billion 
bill by 


House vote. 


Of the $2.22 billion total, $1.6 


billion is for economic and mili- 
tary assistance abroad. The re- 
mainder is for programs related 
to foreign assistance. 


One of the few actual losses 


appeared to be a sense-of-Con- 
gress proviso that Red China 
should be refused admission to 
the United Nations. 


Most of the political restric- 


tions have been renewed in the 
annual money bill for 18 years 
without ever being challenged. 
Their removal was pressed by 
House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee members on grounds they 
have no business in a money 
bill. 


Included were provisions that 


aid should not be supplied to 
countries supplying arms or as- 
sistance to North Vietftam \or 
Cuba, restrictions against use 'b! 
dunds to build up arsenals, sup* 
plying aid to Communist coun- 
tries, and others.

1961, House members said.
